21. (New) The method of claim 18, wherein said developmental defect of the eye is 
Axenfeld-Reiger Anomaly. 




22. (New) The method of claim 18, wherein said method comprises increasing the 
FREAC3 biological activity by increasing the number of biologically active FREAC3 molecules 
in said mammal. 

23. (New) The method of claim 19, wherein said number of biologically active FREAC3 
molecules is increased by in vivo gene therapy. 

24. (New) The method of claim 20, wherein said in vivo gene therapy comprises 
inserting into the cells of the eye of said mammal a wild-type FREAC3 nucleic acid. 

25. (New) The method of claim 21, wherein said wild-type FREAC3 nucleic acid is 
operable linked to a promoter. 

26. (New) The method of 21, wherein said wild-type FREAC3 nucleic acid is inserted in 
said cells of the eye using a viral vector. 

(New) The method of claim 19, wherein said number of biologically active FREAC3 
molecules\mcreased by administering to said mammal a composition comprising a wild-type 
FREAC3 polypeptide and a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier. 

28. (New) The\ethod of claim 24, wherein said pharmaceutically acceptable carrier is 
physiological saline.
